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INTRODUCTION 


The leach field system at the Fire Station and 
Library is now complete. Personnel from the Highway 
Department using town highway equipment completed the 
job during the summer. 


A fire escape from the second floor of the East 
Sullivan Community Hall is also complete. This was one 
of the repairs that had been mandated by the State Fire 
Marshall in order that this building remain open to the 
public. Emergency lights have been installed in the hall 
and the debris at the rear of the stage area has been 
removed. The Town must continue to make progress in 
meeting all necessary repairs for the building to 
continue to house department and public meetings. 


A Community Calendar and Facilities List are now 
a part of this report. This is to inform new residents 
of some of the happenings of the town and to remind the 
natives of some of the things their neighbors are | 
interested in. If you or your organization is missing 
from the list, please contact one of the Selectmen. or 
Kathy Allen with the relevant information. You will then 
become part of the list that will be posted periodically 
about town and in the next report. 


The State of New Hampshire Highway Division has 
informed the Selectmen that all of the preliminary work 
on the new bridge is done and the actual heavy equipment 
type work should begin as soon as weather permits. The 
Town had advanced a portion of its share of the funding, 
the remainder to be paid upon completion of the work. 
This bridge crosses Otter Brook and connects Cross and 
Valley Roads. 


The Selectmen are pleased to announce the appointment 
of Donald Goodnow as legal council for the town. 
Attorney Goodnow graduated from Suffolk Law School in 
Boston and is practicing law with the firm of Kennedy 
and Berkson in Keene. He is a former resident of 
Sullivan and is the son of Alma and Leslie Goodnow of 
Valley Road in East Sullivan. 


Stillman D. Rogers was formerly our council and in 
the spring of 1978, gave up his private practice to 
accept the appointment of Clerk of the Superior Court. 


Even with our new, expanded bookkeeping system, and 
the various breakdowns of accounts in this report, some 
accounts still need special attention. We would like to 
discuss just one of these accounts here. 
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The City of Keene is responsible for maintaining 
emergency ambulance service to the Town. For this 
service, the Town pays a retainer fee. This fee must be 
raised and appropriated at Town Meeting. Under this 
agreement, the Town is ultimately responsible for 
underwriting all costs not borne by persons who need or 
have requested ambulance service. The City of Keene 
bills the Town on a quarterly basis for a portion of 
the retainer fee plus any unreimbursed calls. All funds 
received plus any funds not credited the previous quarter 
also appear on the bill. The Town then pays the full 
amount of the bill. Keene handles all accounts receivable 
on behalf of the Town. They prepare and send the billing. 
They take whatever steps are necessary to collect 
outstanding receivables on behalf of the Town of 
Sullivan and they incur these expenses as part of the 
retainer fee. So far, the Town has had to stand only 
the charges for those people who have refused ambulance 
service after the ambulance has arrived at the scene. 


In years past, the budget item under Health Depart- 
ment including hospitals and ambulance has contained 
retainer-type fees for ambulance service and Cheshire 
Hospital. This year the Cheshire Hospital did not 
request such a fee. Also under this heading, the 
Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service is seeking 
$234.00 and the North Cheshire County Home Health Service 
$413.00. 


State Highway Aid is available to Sullivan for 1979 
as follows: Town Road Aid $521.02 that the Town must 
raise and appropriate and the State will contribute 
$3473.46. Duncan Fund - $5,459.56. Highway subsidy 
will be $6,015.99 plus additional Highway Subsidy of 
$3,900.50.

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REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The function of the Budget Committee is to develop a 
fair and workable budget for the town and to monitor 
expenditures to insure that money is being spent for the 
purposes it was appropriated. With the submission of the 
1979 Budget, we completed our first year as a duly 
constituted Budget Committee. We would like to briefly 
outline our goals and accomplishments: 


Our first goal was to establish an accounting 
system which would enable us to review exactly 
what was being spent by each department on a 
monthly basis. By law, a budget committee can- 
not exercise any control over these expenses as 
long as they don't exceed the total amount 
appropriated at Town Meeting; however, it can. 
assist the department heads and selectmen in 
planning and budgeting their expenses over the 
12 month period. 


We are improving on the system this year by 
requesting that department heads report 

directly to the Budget Committee what they spend 
each month. This will eliminate the confusion 
that results when expenses that are incurred 

in one month aren't actually paid for until a 
later date. 


By adopting the principle of zero base budgeting 
we now require that every budget request be speci- 
fic as to what all monies will be spent for. 

This is how we prepared the 1979 budget, and now, 
by monitoring expenses, the selectmen will be 

more able to control spending that the towns- 
people have not approved. 


By comparing and charting the past four years 
expenses we have been able to see where expenses 
are in line and where they are getting out of 
hand; also whether the increases are in areaS over 
which we can exert any control. 


All this leads up to an attempt to #1. save money by 
cutting back where appropriate, and #2. target those areas 
for which some long range financial planning is required 
(replacement of equipment, new facilities, etc.). 


There are six elected members on the Budget Committee, 
and two offices are up for election every year for three 
year terms. We urge you to run and get involved.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Robert Bourassa resigned as Road Agent on 4 November 
and two weeks later I took over the job. At that time, 
our stock pile of sand and salt was not complete, but 
was completed and under cover before snow. The equip- 
ment was said to be ready to roll in three hours for the 
oncoming snow and cold weather. 


I worked making a few improvements on the equipment 
that I felt were needed. Before much: could really be 
done, the snow and ice were realities and a great share 
of time was devoted to taking care of our roads. In 
between storms was the’ usual repair and maintenance that 
can be expected with equipment the age of ours. 


Unfortunately, all our repairs were not minor. Our 
four wheel drive plow truck had valve trouble. After 
repairing this, we plowed one storm and were finishing 
another, when the crank shaft broke. After disassemb- 
ling the engine to replace the shaft, we found that re- 
building the engine was necessary. It had been rebuilt 
in 1972 and shouldn't have needed this second job now. 
It is my opinion that part of this situation is due to 
too many operators and not enough maintenance. 


We have had a rough time with some of the storms 
this year. Had more time been available earlier in the 
year, there is equipment that could have been put in 
working order. That equipment could have worked on 
these problem storms while our major plow truck was 
down. This is something I plan to correct, should I be 
elected to the job for another period. 


In the past Town Reports, all the former Road Agents 
speak of the age of our equipment and our badly needed 
shop. However, little major improvement in these areas 
have been made in years. I feel very strongly about 
this, and want all to realize that these changes are . 
inevitable in the very near future. 


In the meantime, I plan to do the best I can with 
the equipment and facilities in the best interests of 
the Town.

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MONADNOCK REGION SCHOOL 
DISTRICT BOARD REPORT 


In 1977 the residents of the Monadnock Regional School 
District discovered the intrinsic element of a successful 
regional school district, the willingness to cooperate 
with other towns in the district to pass badly needed 
bond issues; and in September of 1978, the fruits of this 
cooperation were evident in Sullivan as some 60 boys and 
girls began to enjoy the benefits of being educated in a 
greatly expanded and enhanced facility. 


The dedication ceremony in October featured a ribbon- 
cutting by Martha Bice, President of the Sullivan P.T.O. 
and Polly King, teacher for the third and fourth grades, 
and was attended by many in the town including the town's 
historian Carleton Nims. Although several unanticipated 
problems were identified after the school year began, 
such as the unsatisfactory properties of the water and 
the poor condition of the underground oil-storage tank, 
steps have been taken to remedy these deficiencies and 
Should be completed as soon as the ground thaws and 
grading can be completed. 


The continuing increases in the operating budget each 
year are a concern to me as I'm sure they are to you, 
but the pace of inflation relentlessly pressures such 
major accounts as salaries, energy and pupil transporta- 
tion. Hopefully, a growing awareness of the evils of 
inflation at the national level will afford some relief 
in the coming years. 


The annual district meeting at Monadnock Regional 
High School will be held on Saturday, March 17, and you 
will be asked at this meeting to vot on a bond issue to 
enable an addition to be built at the Mt. Caesar School 
in Swanzey as well as a wing for junior high school 
students at the high school itself. Mt. Caesar is 
currently facing many of the same problems that plagued 
the northern schools prior to this year, and the junior 
high wing has been needed since the high school reached 
its capcity some 12 years ago. This bond issue will be 
timed to commence when the original high school bond 
issue terminates, and this condition along with the 
20-year feature of the issue will make the annual cost 
very low in relation to the educational benefits to be 
realized. 


Finally, I am happy to report that the transfer of 
James Shuffleton from Cutler to replace Jon Gemmell and 
the promotion of David Bell from Assistant Principal of 
the Swanzey schools to Principal of the northern schools 
have been very fortunate events for the students at 
Sullivan School.

The Sullivan Planning Board has held two meetings 
each month. The first Wednesday of each month for 
regular business and the third Wednesday for a work 
session. All meetings open at 7:30 p.m. 


The Board has been working very diligently with 
Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission 
to put together a workable Master Plan for the voters 
to adopt for Sullivan. Preliminary reports were compiled 
on economic environment, traffic and transportation, 
recreation and open space, housing, land use, community 
facilities and utilities and population, as well as an 
analysis of government expenditures. The Master Plan is 
being drawn up using the data from the preliminary 
studies, and from input from residents of the Town. 
Since July, the second meeting of each month has been 
devoted to working on the Master Plan. The Master Plan 
will not be a hard and fast law, but instead will be a 
guideline for the Town's goals as well as its future 
growth and development. It will be adjusted and changed 
periodically as the Town's needs change. 


A five-part legal seminar was held this year, and one 
member from the Board attended each of these meetings. 
The seminars were entitled: "Planning Boards and Planning, 
Zoning, The Land Use Plan and Subdivision, Roads, Growth 
Control Mechanisms, and Police Powers of Communities".
